Teſtimony concerning Ed. Burroughs, as done in like 
Manner, by his own Direction, notwithſtanding all which 
ſeveral Teilimonies, with others I could mention, of 
which my Opponent is not unacquainted, he, in Page

more than Duſt, he being before they were, if you will 
but believe him. 

His Son-in-Law William Mead being enquired of, at

As the firſt of thoſe Facts his exalted orthodox 
Teacher and Preacher, V. Penn, in his Fleet Confinement, 
own'd to me to be an Error of their's, was, their re- 
peated Exclamation againſt the Uſe of Religious Oaths, 


in Confirmation of our Chriſtian Teſtimonies, and Mat- 


ters of Strife, as well as the Security of our Fidelity to 
our Superiors, when authoritatively call'd to it in this 
our Goſpel Day, as foretold by Ia. xlv. 23. and Jer. iv. 
2, Cc. as well as priced by Chriſt's Apoſtle Paul, 
Gal. i. 20, &c. Theſj, v. 7. and the Holy Angel in 
Rev. x 6, Cc. So he had not only contradicted himſelf, 
and his Quaker Friends, in acknowledging their then late 
deviſed Affirmation, as they call'd it, to be an Oath, un- 
der the Patronage of St. Chryſeſtom, in his Trea- 
tiſe againſt them they allow'd of, but alſo by his late 
Subjection to the Terms thereof, before the Queen's Coun- 


eil, as may be found by the Council Books, after they had 


generally own'd it to be one; in Proof that others, be- 
ſides myſelf, knew ſomewhat of this my Opponent's al- 


ledg'd Fact of V. P's in publick, he own'd to me in 


private, to his expreſs Detection of Falſhood in his con- 
trary Aſſertion. | 


The ei Denial of the Uſe of all carnal Wea- 


pons, as they call them, in way of Defenſive War 
againſt Foreign Invaders and Domeſtick Inſulters, toge- 
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ther with the Payment of their Militia Dues to buy 
Arms, Drums, and Colours, for that End and Purpoſe 


(to the utter Deſtruction of that Chriftian Magiſtracy 


they, in Words to ſerve a Turn, contrad ictorily pretend 
to own) which he net only own'd to be another very, 
great Error they had been drawn into, thro' an undue. 
Extention of ſome prophetick Texts not yet commenc'd, 
but alſo here expreſly told me, That he had, in like manner, 
contradifted the ſame in Practice, by engaging unto the 
ſaid Queen's Council, to defend Perſilvania, and the 
additional Territory of Albany, by Force of Arms, or 
find Monies to pay others for defending them ; wherein, 
as he had the Advice of their ancient Friend John Wyite- 
head, in hie Letter from Lincoln, ſo by the ſaid Council 
Books this my Opponent may, in like manner find, that 
others beſides myſelf alſo know of this Fact of his, to 
the further Detection of his contrary Aſſertion.

The Truth of which Charge, if any want further Evi- 
dence of, then 1s contain'd in thoſe Sheets, they need 
but peryſe Fr. Bug's Folio, together with his Pilgrim's 
Progreſs, and Mr. Leſley's Defence of the Book, ſtiled, The 
Snake in the Graſs; together with 6. Keith's ſeveral Nar- 
ratives, and the Nerfolk Clergy's Principles of the Ouakers

Collection to this Purpoſe, by which Whores, Children, 
Stones, fenced Cities, high Walls, and Mountains, our 


grand Deluder G. Whitehead p. 15.Jot his Ramblings Pilgrim, 
moſt hypocritically would perſwade the World, they 


only mean ſpiritual Children, Stones, Walls, fenced Cities, 


and Mountains, under Pretence of its being unlikely they 


ſhould thraſh outward Mountains (ſome of which were a 
Mile or two high) to Duſt, to make them eaſy, until they 


Have Strength enough to make them feel the contrary ;
